Michigan Telephone Co, 


THIRTEEN ARE DEAD 


Awful Result of a Fire in Wealthy 
Homes in New York. 


SEVERAL ARE ALSO BADLY INJURED, 


Mr. and Mrs. Wallace Andrews and 
Their Daughter and Her Three 
Children Among the Victims 
— he Fire a Mystery. 


New York, April 8.—The fire which 
visited the wealthiest section of the city 
during the early hours of Friday caused 
the death of 13 persons, and ten others 
were injured, some probably fatally. 
The list of dead is almost equally di- 
vided between people of unusual wealth 
and servants. The fire spread so quick- 
ly that it gave no chance of escape. The 
amount of damage done to property is 
estimated at about $220,000. 

The fire originated at the corner of 
Sixty-seventh street and Fifth avenue, 
in the house occupied by. Wallace C. 
Andrews, president of the Steam Heat- 
ing company. 

Fire a Mystery. 

There were in the house 14 persons, 
fast asleep. How the fire originated is 
still a mystery, though it seems toler- 
ably certain that an explosion of some 
kind occurred, but whatever was the 
cause the flames gained hold with such 
rapidity that only two escaped from 
the building. One of these is so badly 
injured that she has no chance of sur- 
viving. The fire communicated to 


| Sixty-ninth street, and in the house of 


Albert J. Adams a servant was burned 
to death, thus bringing the total of vic- 
tims to 13... So thoroughly did the 
flames do their work that when the 
gutted Andrews house was searched 
the corpses were so charred as to be 
almost beyond positive identification.

St. John, who is the treasurer of the 
New York Steam Heating company, and 
a brother of Mrs. Andrews, was not at 
home during the fire and had not been 
notified of his great loss as late as six 
o’clock in the morning: Mr. Andrews 
and his wife occupied the middle room 
on the second floor. There, two hours 
later, their bodies were found clasped 
in each other’s arms. They were so 
charred as to be almost beyond recog- 
nition. 

Jumps to Her Death. 

The servants of Andrews were on 

the fourth, or top floor. Alice White, 
the cook, leaped from the window to an 
extension which rose to the third floor. 
She was found there unconscious by 
firemen. Jennie Burns, another of the 
servants, jumped from the same win- 
dow to the extension. She crushed in 
her skull and died in the hospital four 
hours later. 
Mary Holland, the kitchen maid; 
Mary Flanagan, the parlor maid; Ann 
Neary and Eva Paterson, the four re- 
maining servants, were on the fourth 
floor.

HOUSE IS AGAINST TRUSTS. 


Two Bills Killed in Illinois General 
Assembly on Ground They Were 
in Interest of Combines. 


Springfield, Ill., April 8.ẹThe timidity of 
the general assembly concerning bills 
which may. be construed as being in the 
interest of trusts was well illustrated Fri- 
day by the manner in ‚which the house 
killed Representative Varley’s bill requir- 
ing the use of fireproof material in the 
construction of public buildings and tene- 
ment houses. Senator Berry’s trust bill, 
against which the democratic caucus de- 
clared Thursday afternoon, is dead, Ac- 
cording to the house journal it was sent 
to its last resting place on the table of 
the house at Thursday’s session. The Drew 
bill to prohibit the bringing of armed la- 
borers into Illinois was recalled to the 
order of second reading in the senate for 
the purpose of having it amended. Slen- 
ator Berry had objected to some of the 
provisions of the bill and had insisted 
that it should be amended so that it would 
prohibit only the importation of armed 
bodies of men and not interfere with the 
carrying of arms by single individuals who 
came to this state to ‘work. The senate 
tie following measures: Senator 
Hussman’s bill providing that a city may 
construct waterworks on a majority vote 
of people at special elections—yeas, 30; 
nays, 0. house bill providing for the es- 
tablishment of state employment agencies 
in Cook county—yeas, 26; nays, 6. Senator 
Mount spoke in opposition to the measure, 
declaring it would work to the advantage 
of the political party in power.

ae OUTLOOK FOR TRADE y HE SPRING 


The Business Failures in the First 
Quarter Show a Decrease. 


FANNE IN IRON SULL CONTINUES. 


Many Additional Furnaces Started 
—Progress in Various Industries 
Continues — Wheat Fluctuates 


Without Visible Reason. 


New York, April 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: ‘‘Failures in 
the first quarter of 1899 were in number 
2,772, against 3,687 last year, and the liabili- 
ties $27,152,031, against $82,946,565, a de- 
crease of 17.6 per cent. Geographical as- 
pects make the return peculiar, with a 
slight increase of defaults in New England, 
an increase of 13 per cent. in the southeast 
and 20 per cent. in the central states. There 
was a decrease of nearly 40 per cent. in the 
Pacific and southwestern states, 41 per 
cént. in western states and 48 per cent. in 
middle states. No other year of the 24 cov- 
ered by Dun’s quarterly reports has shown 
as small failures during tts first quarter 
excepting 1880 and 1881, and no other except 
1880 and 1886 as small liabilities per failure. 
The average of defaulted liabilities per 
firm in business, only $22.19, is smaller than 
in the first quarter of any year except 1880, 
and the rate of defaulted liabilities to sol- 
vent payments through clearing houses, 
only $1.12 per $1,000, is also the lowest for 
the quarter except in 1880. 

Famine in Iron. 


“The famine in iron, caused by urgent de- 
‘mand, far exceeding present supply, not 


only continues, but has caused haste to) 
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start 48 additional furnaces, with an output 
estimated at 39,970 tons weekly, of which 
the bulletin of the Iron association has 
given a list. These are expected to increase 
production this month, and yet more in 
May and June, and some weakness has 
been attributed to the prospect. But the 
price of gray forge has again advanced to 
$14.50 at Pittsburgh, without change in 
other quotations. The demand for products 
is still enormous. 
Progress in Other Industries. 


“In another industry progress seems to 
have been caused by firmness of manufac- 
turers who notified customers that options 
for boots and shoes not accepted for April 
would be withdrawn. A great number of 
orders followed, it is said, and April begins 
with the largest shipments for that week in 
any year, 98,734 cases, making the total for 
the year larger than in any year excepting 
1898. The market for copper is stronger 
at 18 cents for lake, and, while domestic 
consumption is heavy, the increase of 4,100 
tons in European supply in March is not 
considered encouraging. 

Strikes Close 


“The woolen manufacture does not yet ap- 
pear to have gained by recent consolida- 


Mills. 


tions or proposals, but goods of the finer 
grades are steady in price, with moderate 
orders, while medium and low grade goods 
tend in buyers’ favor. The demand for a 
few kinds has covered the season, but 

makers of the large majority are yet in 
need of orders. Sales of wool have but 
slightly increased, though more inquiry is 
REP Orton with a better demand for some 

grades of goods. The cotton mills have en- 
irs: a fine demand of late and have held 
prices well, but strikes have now closed 
several large mills about Providence and 
Norwich, growing out of the recent ad- 
vance of wages, which the hands claim does 
not affect the full restoration promised. 
Meanwhile cotton has been weaker, with 
better receipts in March ang poorer foreign 
demand. 

Wheat Fluctuates. 

‘Wheat has been fluctuating ‘without 
much visible reason, rumors being wildly 
contradictory, as usual at this season, and 
commanding not much more onfidence 
than usual. The exports from Atlantic 
ports for the week, flour included, have 
been 2,074,769 bushels, against 2,240, 172 last 
year, and, in spite of all reports, the cur- 
rent receipts continue to exceed last year’s. 
The prospect for continuance of large ex- 
ports of staples has not improved within 
the past ten days. 

“Failures for the week have been 141 in 
the United States, against 232 last year, and 
i7 in Canada, against 32 last year.’ 

Bradstreet’s View. 


New York, April 8—Bradstreet’s review 
says: “The quieter tone of distributive 
trade is even more marked this week than 
last, testifying to the unfavorable effect 
upon retail trade and indirectly upon job- 
bing distribution of the cold, backward 
spring and less favorable wheat crop ad- 
vices. While reports as to damage to win- 
ter wheat are most numerous from the 
southwest, the influences of the backward 
season, frost in the ground and other un- 
favorable conditiong have tended to mod- 
erate the hitherto very cheerful tone of 
advices from the spring wheat states. The 
situation as regards prices is still avery 
favorable one, the list of staples advancing 
or remaining steady, being by far the most 
numerous, while bank clearings statistics, 
railroad earnings and all other obtainable 
measures of trade progress point to an im- 
mense business, speculative and otherwise. 
having been done during the first quarter 
of the year 1899.”

Admitted as Evidenee Before 
Beef Inquiry Court. 


Washington, April 8. — The army 
beef inquiry court decided Friday to ad- 
mit as evidence the official reports of 
the army officers concerning the beef 
supplied to the army during the war 
with Spain as requested by Gen. Miles. 
The decision was reached at an execu- 
tive session of the court and after the 
renewal by Maj. Lee on behalf of Gen. 
Miles of the request for action upon 
the application.

‘Detroit, Chicago, Toledo and Cleye- 
land are all discussing the matter of 
municipal Ownership of streat car lines. 
Detroit has taken a more advanced step 
than any American municipality. In 
pursuance of a recent act of the Michi- 
gan legislature, the city council has ap- 
pointed a street railway commission, 
with power to purchase or lease any 
street railway in Detroit, including all 
unused franchises. 


Governor Pingree 
is at thevhead of the commission, and 
to his untiring work is due the passage 
of the law. The commission isi prohib- 
ted from ‘incurring any debt on behalf 
| rof the city except it be chargeable solely 
to the railway property it controls. It 
cannot grant or extend any franchises, 
The council has the power to examine 
the commissioners’ books at any time. 
The street railway property alone is 
responsible for damages or other suits 
arising out of the conduct of the busi- 
ness. The commissioners must give a 
bond of $250,000. They are appointed by 
the mayor for two terms of two, four 
and six years respectively, the appoint- 
ment to be confirmed by the council. 
These are the chief points in the law. 
The city’s interests are closely guarded. 
Governor Pingree, in a published letter, 
declares that the roads can be so man- 
aged under municipal ownership that 
the fare will not exceed 3 cents, with 
universal transfers. 


HUMANE SOCIETY. 


We have justgentered upon the fourth 
year of our annual humane exercises 
in the city schools! Those of the Second 
and Fourth wards ‘have already oc- 
curred, and for the first time in this en- 
tire period I have been unable to attend 
on these occasions. Action expressive 
of sympathy with me was taken in con- 
nection with these exercises, and I here 
make my sincere acknowledgment of 
these kind expressions. A notice has 
already appeared in The Times of the 
Second ward exercises, and I have been 
furnished with the material for one of 
those in the Fourth, But. before pro- 
ceeding to this, I mention as an inter- 
esting fact that a dozen or more years 
ago an interest in the subject was start- 
ed ‘by Mrs. McIntyre, who supplied lit- 
trature for distribution; a Band of 
Mercy was first formed in the Third 
ward school by Miss Hattie Boyd (now 
Mrs. Skinner), and the same was done 
in other of the schools. Albout five vears 
ago our Humane society was formed, 
and three years ago the series. of exer- 
cises, which has been: continued ever 
since, was begun. The one in the Fourth 
ward—Miss Ailes, principal, Misses 
Howard, Millard, O’Brien, Drake and 
Mogk, associate teachers—was held on 
the 20th ultimo, and which is of highest 
interest so far as teachers and puplis 
are cancerned, had one special feature. 
The school is known as Elisha Joncs 
school, and a portrait. ef Professor 
Jones was presented. in a speech by 
Professor Johnson Reed, and one of ac- 
ceptance by Miss Ailes. Conneested with 
the exercises of the school there was an 
original poem by Miss Howard, ore of 
the teachers. Others who made ap- 
preciative remarks mere Miss! Bower, 
Mr's. Voorhees and Messrs. Goodyear, 
H. J. and W. Nẹ Brown and Professor 
Slauson, superintendent of the city 
schools, TEN BROOK.

And They Have Been Having a 
Good Time—Saw the Laboratories, 
etc, Witnessed Athletic Contests 


and Made Speeches. 


That the legislative visitors have 
been kaving a jolly good time during 
their two days’ stay in the city, is put- 
ting it very mildly, Yesterday they 
were divided into squads ‘of a dozen or 
15. and were shown tnirough the laou~a- 
tories, shops and disseciing rooms, each 
under the charge of a iwember of the 
faculty. Later the men assembled on 
the platform of :ne un versity hall for 
a short session of speechmaking, while 
the flour and galleries of the big audi- 
torium wove crowded by the meéempers 
of the: lacuhy ie tue arly 3,000 02> the 


students. The sitndents had their ers 
thusiasm and their collera vells with 


them, and the scene was an ‘inspiring 
one, which the legislators could scarcely 
fail to witness without being impressed 
great 
institutions. | 

President Angell presi'led ana made 
one of the tactful, clever and pleasing 
addresses which have helpl to make 
him famous, while the enthusiasm: the 
students displayed towards him was 
unbounded. These were some-of Lis 
sentences. He said. in part: 

“Tt is sometimes charged that we are 
aristocratic, but I want to say to you 
that we.are one of the most democratic 
communities on earth. Forty rer cent 
of our student's are the children of par- 
ents who toll for their living. Here it 
is that the son of the washerwoman and 
the son of the millionaire sit cn tke 
same bench without any distinction be- 
tween them, save that which comes 
from better brain. or higher character. 
(Tremendous applause by the students.) 
If I. wanted to cure a, bumptuois youth 
I would send hiim to a lively American 
college. He would soon have it 
thumped out- of him.” 

President Angell dwelt on the eco- 
nomical administration of Michigan’s 
university as compared with similar 
institutions. His figures boiled down 
are as follows: 

Michigan, 3,100 students, $425,000 an- 
nual expense; Yale, 2,500 students, $500,- 
000; Columbia 2,600 students, $800,000; 
Harvard, 3,900 students, $1,200,000; Chi- 
cago, 2,600 students, $800,000, and asking 
for $9,000,000 more for improvements. 
He showed that many states much 
newer than Michigan are giving moere 
attention and support to their univcr- 
sities, mentioning Nebraska, which 
gives it one mill tax, as against Michi- 
gian’s one-sixth mill. : 

Speeches were made by Senators 
Loomis, Potter and Collingwood, Speak- 
er Adams and Reps. Chamberlain and 
Cheever. 


“T believe it is safe to say,’ said 
Speaker Adams, “that any reasonable 
request, though the budget wiil be 


larger this year than ever before in the 
history of the university, will pe grant- 
ed by the legislature of 1899.’’ + 

“I believe you are not going to be 
disappointed in what you ask of the 
legislature of 1899,” said Chamberlain. 

The University ïs asking for $180,000, 
and the solons: were given an excellent 
opportunity to see the need of the whole 
amount. 

But it was in the evening that the leg- 
islators had the fun. An athletic exhi- 
bition was given in the Waterman gym- 
nasium, and the enthusiasm of the visit- 
ors was worked up to the highest pitch 
as the exciting contests were in pro- 
gress. 

Then the lawmakers escorted their 
wives to the hotels and went themselves 
to graze on the pastures with the Elks 
and ‘citizens in Elk hall. A toothsome 
lunch was spread, whilch was washed 
down the throats with ‘‘Elks’ milk” and 
ginger ale, but the former beverage 
seemed to be the most popular. 

The visitors got thoroughly enthused 
in consequence, and catching the fever 
from the students, improvised the fol- 
lowing yell, which was given with as 
much vehemence as would make a 
crowd of collegians at a football game 
envious. The following was the yell 
(the L. of M. referring to the ‘‘Legisila- 
ture of Michigan’’): k. 
“We make the laws! We make the laws! 

Zip boom bah! 

In, of M.! Lu of M.! 

Rah! Rah! Rah!’ 

As often as they would yell this, the 
citizen's would reply with the folowing: 
iy. Ot MT UE of: ME! 

Zip, boom, bah! 

We break the laws! We break the laws! 

Bum! Bum! Bum”? 

Everybody was in a speech-making 
humor, and for fear that «thes visi't- 
ing Michigan legislators might for- 
get this morning some of their promises 
made last night, The Time's will remind 
them that Rep. Duff, of Port Huron, 
said that the University could have a 
million dollars if it wanted it; Pop 
Goodell, of Wayne, said that day be- 
fore yesterday the twas resolved not to 
vote for any new building for the Uni- 
versity that was over a story high, but 
they could have a sky Scraper now if 
they wanted it; Senator Stewart said 
he had the record of being the econo- 
mist of the legislature, but he saw the 
great needs of the University and would 
cast a vote for a liberal appropriation, 
and it waisn’t on account of any jollying 
either.

In the Final Debate With 
Chicago Last Night. 


The Dicision Was Unanimous and 
the 
That the University of Michigan 
Is the Leader In Debate In the 
West. 


Victory Shows Conclusively 


Smiarting under defeat at baseball 
and football at the hands of the Univer- 
sity of Michilgan, the bill of bitter chag- 
rin for the University of Chicago was 
further intensified last night in the lat- 
ter city, when the Ann ‘Arbcorites clear- 
ly showed their supremacy as orators 
and debaters. Three representative 
from Michigan declaimed against an 
equal number of Midway collegians in 
the final of the first annual debate of 
the Central Debating league, whichis 
composed of the Universities of Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Northwestern and Chi- 
cago, and won by thë unanimous vote 
of the three judges. 

Just as decisively as the Chilcagoans 
were beaten on the diamond and on the 
gridiron by Michigan’s stalwart ath- 
letes were they vanquished in the strug- 
gle for oratorical supremacy on the plat- 
form ‘in Studebaker Assembly hall last 
night. There was no question the 
minds of the few hundred auditorsethat 
the three arbaters of final judgment as 
to the merits of the debate. Within 60 
Seconds after the final argument nad 
been spoken the decision awarding the 
honor and prize of $150 had been writ- 
ten on ‘ballots held by the judges and 
sent to the presiding officer, Ferdinand 
W. Peck, for announcement. 

Under the rules of the league the 
judiges were required to sit apart from 
one another, and were not allowed. to 
hold any ‘consultation. This fact, com- 
bined ‘with the quickly arrived at unan- 
mah , 
imity of the three men called upon to 
decide the question, proved beyond 
possibility of doubt the superiority off 
tne arguments advanced by the repre- 
sentatives of Milchigan. 

The question whilch was selected for 
the six student's to debate upon was the 
following: ‘“‘Admittinge-it to be consti- 
tutional, is a. federated graduated in- 
come tax desirable in this country.” 

The University of Michigan chose the 
septativos and named as its repre-

sentatives Chas. Simons, of Detroit; 
Sigmond Sanger, of Toledo, O., and Geo. 
Kingsley, of Paolo, Kan. The negative 
side was argued by Maurilce Mandeville, 
of Elgin; Lawrence M. Jacobs, of Chi- 
cago, and Thomas C. Clendening, olf 
Aurora, representing. the University of 
Chilcaigo. 

A time limit of 18 minutes was placed 
upon each debator, with a five minute 
rebuttal by Michigan. The judges were 
Prof. Willian? F. King, of Cornell uni- 
versity; Chancellor McClain, of the Uni- 
versity of Iowa, and Judge Vit Ba 
Taft, of Cincinnati. Delegations of stu- 
dents froiny both colleges were present 
in substantial numbers.

Election Is Valid. 

Columbus, O.,..April 8.—Attorney- 
General Monnett holds that the election 
at Lorain last Monday is valid. The 
mayor of Lorain failed*to comply with 
the law requiring notices of election to 
be published ten days before the day 
of election, the notices being published 
only five days in advance. The attor- 
ney-general holds that “the electors not 
having enjoined or legally protested, 
but acting upon the five days’ procla- 
mation, will be deemed to have waived 
the ten days’ provision, and the election 
held is therefore valid.” 


After the Coal Trust. 

Cincinnati, April 8—United States 
District Attorney W. E. Bundy to-day 
filed a suit in the United States court 
against the Chesapeake & Ohio and 17 
other coal companies comprising what 
is known as the coal trust. The prayer 
is for an injunction against all the 
members of the trust to prevent them 
from earrying out the agreement which 
is declared to be a trust, in restraint 
of trade and unlawful. 


Despondent Mother Hangs Herself. 

St. Louis, April 8.—- Katie Abner, aged 
15, was arrested Friday on complaint of 
her mother that she was incorrigible. 
The girl was sent home on promise to 
try to get along more amicably. Short- 
ly after she returned home the moth- 
er hanged herself to a transom with a 
clothes line, but was cut down by the 
father before she was dead, and will 
probably recover. 


William Receives Ambassador White 
Berlin, April 8—Emperor William re- 
ceived the United States ambassador, 
Andrew D. White, in audience, Thurs- 
day. It is rumored that Dr. Schmidt- 
Leda, German minister at Caracas, Ven- 
ezuela, and Dr. Steubel, the German 
consul general at Shanghai, have been 
appointed Samoan commissioners for 
Germany. Both Dr. Schmidt Leda and 
Dr. Stuebel were formerly in Samoa. 


Troops in Cuba. 

Washington, April 8—It was said 
at the war department that less than 
7,000 volunteer United States troops re- 
main in Cuba. The department is avail- 
ing itself of every resource to get these 
men out before the rainy season, and 
the report is that this can 
complished by the 25th of the present 
month.

MAKING MIRRORS. 


This~ Country’s Industries 
Which Little Is Kiowan. 

The mirror-making industry of the 
United States employs more than 2,006 
persons, and the product is valued at 
about $8,000,000 a year. The first step 
in the manufaeture is the adjustment 
of a smooth stone table. Around this 
table, which can be canted to one side 
by means of a set screw beneath, is 
a groove, in which mercury may flow 
and drop from one eorner into bowls. 
The table is made perfectly level, and 
then tinfoil is carefully laid over it, 
covering a greater space than the glass 
to be coated, The metal is then poured 
from ladles upon the foil till it is near- 
ly a quarter of an inch deep, being pre- 
vented from flowing off by a strip of 
glass placed along three sides of the 
foil. From the open side is slid on the 
plate of glass, whose advancing edge 
is kept in the mereury, so that no 
air or other impurities can work in 
between the glass and the clean sur- 
face of the mercury. When its desired 
position has been reached it is held 
un‘il one edge of ihe table has been 
raised and the superfluous mercury 
has run off. It is left for several 
hours, ang then placed upon a frame, 
the “back” by this time being covered 
with the amalgam, which adheres to 
it. After the amalgam becomes hard 
the plate is ready for use. Mirror 
making is generally thought to be 
dangerous on account of the injury to 
the health of the operators from the 
fumes of the quicksilver, but the fig- 
ures collated by the insurance com- 
panies do not appear to sustain this 
belief.

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COCOANUTS AND COCOA. 


the Difference Between These Two 


Tropical Fra:ts 

Although cocoanuts and cocoa are 
well known in every Northern house- 
held, yet many people that daily use 
these two useful products of the trop- 
ies find it difficult or impossible to ex- 
actly describe the difference between 
the two. The cocoanut is the fruit of 
a tall and graceful. palm, a familiar 
sight in nearly every tropicai Jand- 
scape, and too well known to. necessi- 
tate any description, whereas cocoa, OF, 
more properly, cacao, is the powdered 
seed of a smail and handsome tree, 
bearing no resemblance whatever to 
the cocoa palm. Perhaps no cultivated 
tree presents so odd and striking an 
appearance as tne cacao, and nobody 
that has ever seen one will forget it 
or mistake it for anything else. The 
tree itself grows to a height of twen- 
ty or twenty-five feet, with a rather 
smooth and slender trunk, a thick, 
bushy and symmetrical top, and hand- 
some, broad, oval leaves- of a deep pur- . 
ple or bronze color. Instead of grow- 
ing at the ends of the branches or 
twigs, as do most blossoms, the cacao 
flowers bud out directly from the bark 
of the limbs and trunk. The flowers 
are small and insignificant, but the 
fruit, shaped like a cucumber, grows to 
a large size, in the better varieties 
eight or ten inches in length and three 
or four inches in diameter. Moreover, 
the fruit is brilliantly colored, orange, 
red and yellow, and under favorahie 
conditions fairly covers the tree, pre- 
senting a very odd and beautiful sight. 
The fruit or pod is completely filled 
with a soft, slimy pulp, in which the 
cacao beans are imbedded. When first 
taken from the pod these beans and 
the pulp as well emit a fetid, disagre- 
able odor. After beimg separated from 
the pulp the beans are placed in large 
wooden trays and exposed to the sun:
